A S tory About Prof. H orne, 
We happens I to meet Col. Strother, Hie f.t- 
noua Forte Crayon, and the talk turning u* 
u.viial upon Morse, Ute Colonel said: 
‘‘I knew him well. 
I took Kvwohs under 
him in drawing awl painting. 
I Aret daw him 
when he wa* a competitor for tho ^ m in in g 
panel in tho rotunda of tho capitol. 
I thought 
then that lie ought to h ive it. 
I think ho yet. 
He was not a gre..t artist, hut he w tbenoagu 
ow* to save us from ridicule, 
’i ie job was 
given to Mr. Powell; Gen. irehcneU aid that. 
Tile General proUtbly dbl not know oil • pic­ 
ture from another, hut Mr Powell was liid 
constituent, aud lie believed, dbl Schetick, 
that something In the way of art should be 
done for the Miami Ixittonn, so ho worked at 
it till he got the eoauni«k»u.w 
“ Awl one day," sui I we, “C ongree w ill 
give General sk’honck |ienuhuion to remove 
that terrible product of tile Miami bottoms'. 
But aliout Morse." 
“ Well I engaged to become bls pupil and 
subsequently went to New York and found 
him in a room on University place, 
lie had 
three other pupils, and I noon found that our 
Professor had very little patronage. 
I paid 
my fifty dollars; that settled for one quarter's 
Instruction. 
Morse was a faithful leacher, 
and took as much Interest in our progress, 
more, indeed, than we did ourselves. 
But he 
was very poor. 
I remember that when my 
second quarter's pay was duo to him it did uot 
come as soon as expected, and Que day the 
Professor came In aud said courteously: 
"Well, Strother, my lioy, bow are ive oil for 
moue}' r 
"Why, Professor," I answered, “ I am sorry 
to say I have Ijecn disappointed; but i expect 
a remittance next week." 
“ Next week,” he repeated, sadly; “ I shall 
be dead by that tim e.” 
“ Bead, sir!" 
"\'e*. dead by starvation." 
“I was distressed and astonb-hed. 
I said 
hurriedly, ‘Would ten dollars be of any ser­ 
vice r 
“Ten dollars would save my life; that is all 
that it would do." 
“ I paid tho money, all that I had, an t we 
dined together 
it was a modest meal but 
good, and alter we had iinisiied he said: 
“ Tills is my lir.-t weal for I w eal)-four hours. 
Strother, don’t lie an arll-t. 
It means liog- 
gary. Your life is dependent upon people wiio 
know nothing of your art, aud care nothin ; 
for you. 
A hou-o dog lives better, and the 
very sensitivruc -s thai stimulate* him to work 
keeps him alive to sutu ring." 
“J remained with Prof. Morse three years. 
aud then we separated. Some years afterward 
I met him on Broadway oho day. 
lie was 
about the same as before, a trifle older, aud 
somewhat ruddier. 
I juked him how lie was 
getting on with BD painting, and he told rn* 
that he had abandoned it; thai lie had some­ 
thing better he believed; aud told me a!>out 
his promised telegraph. 
I iiccoiupauie I him 
to Ids room, and there fouud several miles of 
wire twisted about, and the battery, which he 
explained to me. 
His pictures, tini.-hed and 
untiuished, were lying about covered with du st 
Shortly after Congress made an appropriation, 
and Morse was on the high road to wealth and 
immortality.
